2 , Number of post, classification and scale of pay.—The number of the said post, its classification and the scale of pay attached 
thereto shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 of the Schedule amnexed to these rules. 

3, Method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications, etc. .—The method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications and other matters 
relating to the said post shall be as specified in columns 5 to 14 of the said Schedule. 

4. Disqualification.—No person— 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse living; or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage with any person, 
shall be eligible for appointment to the said post : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable to such 
person and the other party to the marriage and that there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person from the operation of this 
rule. 


5. Power to relax.—Where the Central Government is of the opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may by order, for 
reasons to be recorded in writing and in consultation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax any of the provisions of these rules 
with respect to any class or category of persons. 

6. Saving.—Nothing ip these rules shall affect reservations, relaxation of age limit and other concessions required to be provided for 
candidates belonging to the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and other special categories in accordance with the orders issued by 
the Central Government from time to time in this regard.

G.S,R. 755,—The following draft of certain rule*, further 
to amend the Aircraft Rules, 1937 which the Central Govern¬ 
ment propose to make, in extreme ot tho powers conferred 
by section 5 of the Aircraft Act, 1934 (22 of 1934), is 
hereby published, as required by section 14 of the said 
Act, for the information of all persons likely to be affected 
flying thereby and notice is hereby given that the draft rules 
will be taken into consideration after the expiry of a period 
of three months from the date of publication of this Noti¬ 
fication in the Official Gazette. 

Any objections or suggestions which may be received 
from any person with respect to the said rules before the 
period so specified will be considered by the Central 

Government, 

DRAFT RULES 

L These rules may ho called the Aircraft (Amendment) 
Rules, 1982, 

2. In the Aircraft Rules, 1937, in Schedule II,— 

fl) in Section ‘E\ para 1, for sub-para (d), the follow¬ 
ing sub-para shall be substituted, namely :— 

“(d) Experience.—He shall produce evidence of hav¬ 
ing satisfactorily completed as a pilot of an 
aeroplane not less than 750 hour's of flight time 
of which not less than 150 hours of flight time 
shall be in the preceding three years and his 
total flying experience shall include :— 

(i) not less than 200 hours os Pilot-in-command 
or 150 hours as Pilot-in-command and 100 
hours as Co-pilot performing the duties and 
functions of Pilot-in-command under the super¬ 
vision of Pilot-in-command having adequate 
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flying experience acceptable to the Director 
General, provided at least 50 hours shall b© 
cross-country flight time including not less than 
25 hours by night which shall include 10 take¬ 
offs and 10 landings; 

Note,—The Co-pilot flying under supervision shall be credit¬ 
ed with not more than 50 per cent of the Co-pilot's 
flight time towards the total flight time required for 
a higher grade of pilot’s licence; 

tii) not less than 150 hours of Total cross-country 
flight time; 

(lii) not less than 25 hours of flight time by night; 

(iv) not less than 50 hours of instrument time 
under actual or simulatej conditions of which 
not less than 25 hours shall be in actual flight; 

(v) not lefts than 10 hours of flight time complet¬ 
ed witfi;n a period of 6 months immediately 
preceding the date of application for the 
licence”; 

(2) in Section F, para 1, for sub-para (d), the follow¬ 
ing sub-para shall be substituted, namely 

“(d) Experience.—He shall produce evidence of hav¬ 
ing satisfactorily completed as a pilot of an 
aeiopltme not less tlmn 150U hum's of flight time 
of which not less than 150 hours of flight time 
shall be in the preceding 3 yftais and his total 
flying experience shall include ;— 

(i) not less than 500 hours of flight time os pilot- 
in-command or as Co-Pilot performing 
under supervision of 0 Check-Pilot, the 
duties and functions of a Pilot-in-Com- 
mand, provided at least 200 hours out of 
these shall be of cross country flight time, 
including not less than 50 hours of flight 
time by night ; 

NOTE.—The Co-pilot’s flying under supervision shall be 
credited, w r ith not more than 50 per cent of the 
Co-pilot’s flight time towards the total flight time 
required for a higher grade of pilot’s licence. 

(ii) nol less than 1000 hours of total cross-country 
flight time; 

(iii) not less than 100 hours of flight time by 
night; 

(iv) not less than UK) hours of instrument time 
under actual or simulated instrument conditions 
of which not less than 50 hours shall be in 
actual flight; 

(v) not less than 10 hours of flight time completed 
within a period of 6 months immediately 
preceding the date of application for licence; 1 *.

G»S,R. 756. —In exercise of the powers conferred by the 
proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, and in supersession 
of the Union territory of Lakshadweep (Director Agricul¬ 
ture) Recruitment Rules, 1977. except as respects things done 
or omitted to be done before such superset on, the President 
hereby makes ahe following rules regulating the method of 
recruitment to the post of Director (Agriculture) in the Union 
territory of Lakshadweep, namely :—- 

1. Short title and commencement.— (1) These rules may 
he called the Union territory of Lnkshdwcep Director 
(Agriculture) Recruitment Rules, 1982, 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

2 . Number of posts, classification and scale of pay.—The 
number of the said post, its classification and the scale of 
pay attached thereto shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 
of the Schedule annexed to these rules, 

3. Method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications, etc..— 
The method of recruitment to the said post, age limit, quali¬ 
fications and other matters relating thereto shall be as specified 
in columns 5 to 14 of the said Schedule. 


4. Disqualifications,—No person,— 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage vrtlh 
a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or con¬ 
tracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment, to the said post : 

provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible under the personal Taw 
applicable to such,person and the other party to the.marriage 
and that there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any 
person from the operation of this rule. 

5. Power to relax.—Where the Central Government is of 
opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, 
by order, for reasons to be recorded in writing, and in 
consultation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax 
any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class 
or category of persons, 

6 . Saving.—Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations, 
relaxation of age limit and other concessions required to be 
provided for candidates belonging to the Scheduled Castes, 
the Scheduled Tribcy and other special categories of persons 
in accordance with the orders issued by the Central Govern¬ 
ment front time to time fn this regard.

6, Saving.—Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations 
and other concessions Squired to be provided for candidates 
belonging to the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and 
others issued by the Central Government from time to time 
in this regard.

G.S.R. 770.—In exercise of the powers conferred by sub¬ 
section (7) of section 50 of the Employees’ Provident Funds 
and Miscellaneous Provisions Act 1952 09 of 1952), the 
Central Board with the approval of the Central Government 
hereby makes the following rules regulating the method of 
recruitment to the post of Director of Vigilance under the 
Employees’ Provident Fund Organisation, namely :— 

1. Short title and commencement.—(1) These rules may 
be called the Employees’ Provident Fund Organisation 
(Director of Vigilance) Recruitment Rules, 1982. 


(2) These rules shall come into force on the date of t'hcfr 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Application.'—These rules shall apply for recruitment 
to the post as specified in column 1 of the Schedule annexed 
hereto. 

3. Number, classification and scale of pay.—The number 
of posts, their classification and the scale of pay attached 
thereto shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 of the said 
Schedule. 

4. Method of recruitment. Age limit and other qualifica¬ 
tions etc.—The method of recruitment, age limit, qualifica- 
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flona and other matters connected therewith shall be as 
specified in columns 5 to 14 of the Schedule aforesaid. 

5. Disqualification.—No person, (a) who has entered into 
or contracted a marriage with a person ' having a spouse 
living, or (b) having a spouse living, has. entered into cr 
contracted a marriage with any person, shall he eligible 
for appointment to the posts; 

Provided that the Central Government, may, if satisfied 
that such maniage is permissible under the personal law 
applicable to such person and the other party lo the marriage 
and there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any 
person from the operation of this rule. 


6. Power to relax.—Where the Central Government is of 
the opinion that it is necessary or expedient so lo do, it 
may, be order, for reasons to be recorded in writing and in 
consultation with the Union Public Servjee Commission* 
relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect of 
any class or category of persona or posts. 


7. Saving.—Nothing in these mles shall affect reservations 
and other concessions required to be prodded for Scheduled 
Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and other special categories 
of persons in accordance with the ordcis issued by the 
Central Government from time to time in this regard.
